The  dates  for  validation  are  November  17  to  25,  and  tickets  when 
validated  will  be  good  for  return  leaving  on  any  day  within  final 
limit.  Passengers  must  reach  original  starting  point  within  limit 
shown  on  ticket,  but  in  no  case  later  than  midnight  of  November  25. 

The  Electric  Roads  known  as  the  Illinois  Traction  (or  McKinley) 
System  offer  the  same  reduction  of  rate,  but  on  the  return  certif- 
icate plan.  These  certificates  must  be  validated  by  the  Director  of 
the  Conference  at  his  office,  254  Administration  Building,  Uni- 
versity. 

The  steam  roads  and  electric  lines  do  not  cooperate.  Tickets 
must  read  through  on  the  same  system  from  place  of  starting  to 
destination  in  order  to  secure  the  special  rate  in  either  case.

VII.    RAILROAD  RATES 

All  roads  in  Illinois  will  give  a  round-trip  rate  of  one  and  one- 
half  fare  (with  a  minimum  of  $1.00)  from  all  points  on  their  lines 
in  lUinois  and  also  from  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  on  the  Identification  Cerifi- 
cate  plan.  All  persons  desiring  to  attend  the  High  School  Confer- 
ence at  the  reduced  rate  of  fare  should  secure  one  of  the  certificates 
and  present  the  same  to  the  local  ticket  agent  at  starting. 

These  certificates  are  distributed  through  the  principals  of  four 
year  high  schools ;  and  for  two  and  three  year  high  schools,  through 
the  county  superintendents. 

Consult  local  agents  early  to  insure  their  having  notice  of  the 
reduced  rate,  and  also  as  to  routes  to  be  taken  in  making  the  trip. 

Tickets  will  be  sold  from  November  20  to  25.  They  must  be 
validated,  before  good  for  returning,  by  the  regular  ticket  offices 
of  the  lines  over  which  ticket  reads  into  Urbana  or  Champaign. 
The  dates  for  validation  are  November  23  to  December  1,  inclusive, 


and  tickets  when  validated  will  be  good  for  return  leaving  on  any 
day  within  final  limit.  Passengers  must  reach  original  starting 
point  within  limit  shown  on  ticket,  but  in  no  case  later  than  mid- 
night on  December  1. 

The  Electric  Roads  known  as  the  Illinois  Traction  (or  McKinley) 
System  offer  the  same  reduction  of  rate.  This  is  also  on  the  Identi- 
fication Certificate  plan  with  round-trip  rate. 

The  steam  roads  and  electric  lines  do  not  cooperate.  Tickets 
must  read  through  on  the  same  system  from  place  of  starting  to 
destination  in  order  to  secure  the  special  rate  in  either  case.  If 
the  system  desired  to  be  used  starts  at  some  point  other  than  the 
home  station,  the  round-trip  rate  would  apply  only  for  that  system, 
i.e  either  steam  road  or  electric,  as  the  case  might  be. 

Note. — These  rates  apply  for  all  superintendents  and  also  for 
student  editors.

6.  The  program  of  studies  in  the  secondary  school — academic  or  college 
preparatory  subjects — non-academic  subjects. 

7.  Admission  of  students  to  institutions  of  higher  learning  on  certificate 
of  graduation  from  the  high  school — recognition  and  accrediting. 

8.  Laboratory  needs  in  natural  science  subjects  with  respect  to  methods 
and  equipment. 

9.  What  constitutes  a  teaching  load  for  high  school  teachers. 

10.  Policies  with  respect  to  the  transferring  of  pupils  from  one  secondary- 
school  to  another — acceptance  b}-  a  high  school  of  credits  earned  in 
other  high  schools — acceptance  of  such  credits  by  the  University  of 
Illinois.

THE    1942    HIGH    SCHOOL    CONFERENCE 

The  1942  High  School  Conference  is  being  held  under  conditions 
made  extremely  difficult  by  lack  of  transportation  and  by  additional 
wartime  work  in  which  teachers  and  school  administrators  are  engaged. 
In  planning  the  High  School  Conference,  the  major  purpose  has  been 
to  help  school  officials  and  teachers  solve  problems  brought  about  by 
the  war  situation  and  to  provide  opportunities  for  group  conferences 
and  discussions  which  are  necessary  for  the  intelligent  and  effective 
planning  of  educational  programs.  Education  is  essential  to  intelligent 
and  effective  participation  in  the  affairs  of  a  democracy  and  to  suc- 
cessful living  in  a  democratic  society.  School  officials  and  teachers 
are  responsible  not  only  for  the  successful  operation  of  the  schools 
during  the  war  period  but  also  for  planning  a  program  of  education 
which  will  best  serve  the  needs  and  interests  of  youth  and  of  a  demo- 
cratic society  during  the  years  following  the  conclusion  of  this  war. 

At  this  time  because  of  the  gravity  of  the  situation,  it  is  highly 
important  that  opportunities  be  provided  for  those  who  are  working  in 
the  field  of  education  to  hold  conferences  relative  to  ways  in  which 
the  schools  can  serve  most  effectively  in  the  total  war  effort  and  also 
to  discuss  plans  and  procedures  for  making  the  schools  function  most 
effectively  under  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  war. 

In  planning  this  conference,  every  possible  effort  has  been  made  to 
reduce  the  amount  of  transportation  involved  in  attending  the  confer- 
ence and  also  to  conserve  the  time  of  school  officials  and  teachers. 
Those  attending  the  High  School  Conference  are  urged  to  use  rail  and 
bus  transportation  when  practicable  and  to  make  each  automobile 
serve  as  many  persons  as  possible  when  automobile  transportation  is 
necessary. 

Unless  the  war  situation  as  it  affects  transportation  and  the  work 
of  school  administrators  and  teachers  improves  greatly,  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  hold  another  High  School  Conference  for  the  duration  of 
the  war.
